Each lesson has three parts . tfrill -A will review the prtevious lesion 
jnaterials./ DriJLl-Bjfoill develop and expand new vacabulary-; "and Drill 
- C will continue the, process of B or add additional exercises. This is 
a general, rule. It is mostf: frequently followed but when the need arises, 
>Drill C njay become a continued process of B.' * 

The lessons interlock. Drill A assures that the previous lesson is 
reviewed before ttie new material is presented in the next lesson. Tfie 
interlocking pattern is also duplicated vertically. That is, after the 
first twenty lessons, Lesson Twenty-One,,- develops the more important litems 
from Lesson One. £pch twenty le'ssohs, therefore, will reach back twenty 
lessons f&r material. # , - 

The lessons are carefully Constructed so^that no new word is introduced 
without drill. There are a few exceptions to this rule, but. the words in 
question are minor words and do not infringe on the learning process.
